S.O. 271 (E).—In exercise of the powers contained by the proviso to 
Section 22 of the Standards of Weights and Measures Act, 1976 (60 of 1976) 
read with rules 18, 19 and 20 of the Standards of Weights and Measures (Gene¬ 
ral) Rules, 1987 Central Government hereby permits M/s. Freemans Measufes 
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Private Limited, Ferozepur Road, Ludhiana-14100'. to manufacture the follow¬ 
ing non-standard weights or measures exclusively for export purposes, 
namely :— 

(i) Meta! Wire measuring tapes li m to 50 m. 

(ii) Fibreglass measuring tapes l m to 50 m. 

(iii) Steel Mersuring tapes 1 m to 50 m. 

(iv) Steel rules and tape rules 1 m to 50 m. 

This permission is subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

1. No non-standard weights or measures made or manufactured exclusi¬ 
vely for export, as specified in (i) to (iv) above shall be sold or otherwise dis¬ 
tributed witbir the territory of India. 

2, The firm shall maintain a monthly record of the number of such non¬ 
standard v eights or measures manufactured’ by it, number of weights and 
measures already exported by it and number of weights or measures in stock 
or under production. The record so maintained shall be open to inspection by 
an officer authorised by the Central Government in this behalf. 

3. The firm shall submit to Ceitral Government at the end of the calen¬ 
der year, a statement as to the quantity of the non-standard weights or mea¬ 
sures exported by it and the particulars of the person to whom such export has 
been made. 

4. This permission shall be valid for a period of one year from the date 
of publication of this order,
